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Innovation Park proposal hit by access issue 


A BUSINESS park which would cre¬ 
ate 1,500 jobs has hit the buffers over 
problems with access to the site. 

There are fears that funding for 
Oswestry Innovation Park, on the 
edge of the town near Mile End, 
might lapse if the problem isn’t 
quickly resolved. 

It was thought traffic would access 
the park from the Mile End rounda¬ 


bout, but Highways England is now 
looking into alternative options. 

Deputy leader of Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil, Councillor Steve Charmley, said 
the road agency is considering intro¬ 
ducing slip roads off the A5. He said: 
“It’s all down to discussions with 
Highways England. Access which 
they approved at the start, they now 
say they don’t think is viable with 


how much traffic they are predicting, 
so we have been forced to look at dif¬ 
ferent options. 

“We’re looking into slip roads into 
and out of the site from the Wrexham 
and Shrewsbury directions.” 

Councillor Charmley said he hoped 
the first ground would be broken by 
the end of the year but Shropshire 
Council is unable to apply for plan¬ 


ning permission until there is a clear 
access plan in place. 

Bosses behind the plans are bid¬ 
ding for funding from the Marches 
Local Enterprise Partnership (LEP). 
Councillor Charmley said: “It has to 
be sorted before we can put in for 
planning permission. 

“There is LEP funding available 
and there is still time for us to get 


that but if it goes on for another 12 
months it will probably lapse. How¬ 
ever, I still do think the end of the 
year is a realistic target at present.” 

Highways England asset manager, 
Patrick Thomas, said: “We’re work¬ 
ing with the council as we look at 
developing a joint strategy to man¬ 
age the impact of development at the 
junction.”

Spiralling costs 
and drop in visitors 
ground air show 

WELSHPOOL’S annual air show will not 
take place next year because of spiralling 
costs and a drop in visitor numbers. 

The decision not to stage the Bob Jones 
Memorial Air Show and Transport Fes¬ 
tival in 2018 could mean the end of the 
event after a decade. 

Just three years ago the show attracted 
10,000 visitors but this year just 2,000 are 
thought to have attended. The air show 
is organised by Welshpool Town Coun¬ 
cil and Linda Jones, wife of the late Bob 
Jones, the owner of the airfield. 

Clerk of the town council, Robert Rob¬ 
inson, said: “Welshpool Town Council, 
in conjunction with Mrs Linda Jones the 
owner of Welshpool Mid Wales Airport, 
have taken the reluctant decision to not 
hold the Welshpool Bob Jones Memorial 
Air Show in 2018. 

“In the face of mounting costs and 
much reduced attendance the decision is 
unavoidable because any losses have to 
be borne by the council and local tax-pay¬ 
ers.” 

Mr Jones died in a tragic flying accident 
close to the airfield in 2012. 

In recent years the event’s funding was 
stretched by additional costs brought in 
for air shows across the UK.

COUNCILLORS have backed 
plans to create a Heritage 
Action Zone in Oswestry af¬ 
ter hearing the move had the 
potential to bring extra invest¬ 
ment to the town. 

And the plans have also been sup¬ 
ported by heritage enthu¬ 
siasts. 

Action zones are being set up 
across the country with help 
from Historic England. 

Oswestry Town Council en¬ 
dorsed an application to make 
Oswestry a Heritage Action 
Zone at a meeting on Monday. 
Mayor Vince Hunt said: “This 
is a very positive thing for 
Oswestry and is a step in the 
right direction.” 

Members received a report of a recent meet¬ 
ing of the Oswestry Town Centre Partnership, 
where the potential to consider the town such a 
zone was outlined. That meeting heard the zone 
was a way of grouping projects together with a 
single, overall vision. 

The report said the zone would promote 
Oswestry as a place to invest and link heritage 
tourism from a wider area. 

Mark Hignett from Oswestry Town Museum 
this week also backed the plan. 

He said: “We have such a lot of heritage in 
Oswestry and not simply in its buildings and 
monuments. Heritage is about people, the peo¬ 
ple who made the town what it is today.” 

Mr Hignett said that creating a zone would 
bring together all those involved in history and 
heritage in Oswestry. 

“We would work together for the good of 
Oswestry,” he added. “It would attract even 
more visitors which can only be good for the 
town.” 

The deadline to apply for funding is August 7.

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Pair discovered in house 
are cleared of burglary

A COUPLE who were found by a 
doctor in his home when a bur¬ 
glar alarm was set off have been 
cleared of burglary. 

Craig McMullen and Kate Wheeler 
had been confronted by the occupier 
but told him that they were “in the 
wrong house”. 

The pair had left the property in Queens 
Road, Oswestry and driven away in a blue 
Toyota car, but were arrested a short time 
later when they both tested positive for co¬ 
caine. 

Following a two-day trial at Shrewsbury 
Crown Court the couple were found not 
guilty of entering the home of GP Michael 
Clark with intent to steal. 

McMullen, 35, of Clive Road, Shrews¬ 
bury, and Wheeler, 33, of Crowmere Road, 
Shrewsbury, had denied the charge. 

Wheeler, who had been behind the wheel 
of the couple’s car when it was driven away 
had pleaded guilty to driving while under 
the influence of cocaine. 

Judge Jonathan Gosling banned her from 
driving for 21 months and ordered her to 
pay a £300 fine. 

The court heard that at the time of the 
incident the couple had been living to¬ 
gether in Epsom Close, Oswestry 

A shocked Dr Clark had told the jury how 
he had confronted the intruders in the TV 
room of his five-bedroom detached home 
just after 7.30am on February 5. 

As the defendants left the property and 
drove away Dr Clark took photographs of 
them on his mobile phone which were seen 
by the jury. 

Giving evidence Wheeler said that she 
and her boyfriend had been on their way to 
Shrewsbury late the night before, but had 
turned back and had parked in the drive¬ 
way of the house. 

Wheeler said they had been talking and 
took a lot of cocaine and that she was in an 
emotional state. 

She said she was very confused and 
thought the property belonged to her par¬ 
ents and had entered the house because she 
needed the toilet and became ‘frightened’ 
when the alarm went off. 


A UNIQUE pop-up shop in Oswestry town 
centre is proving popular with shoppers. 

Designs in Mind has opened a store called 
Jolt in the former Chrissie’s handbag shop 
in Cross Street. 

Jo Watkins, Jolt project manager, said 
the pop-up shop is a market research pro¬ 
ject with a view to opening permanently. 

“It’s going really, really well,” she said. 
“People’s response has been very positive 
and someone actually called it a ‘breath of 
fresh air’ for Oswestry.” 


Most of the products sold at Jolt have 
been made by Designs in Mind members 
who have been referred through mental 
health services. Through their work they 
aim to challenge the stigma around mental 
health. 

“It’s a great opportunity for us because 
it shows the public who we are and it gives 
us a way to interact with them as a lot of 
people don’t know what we do,” Ms Wat¬ 
kins said. 

“We’re in discussions right now to look at 


making this permanent but we will review 
it at the end of the two weeks and then go 
from there. 

“I think we should do it - I think 
Oswestry would really benefit from it and 
our members too.” 

Cross Street has been blighted by empty 
shops in recent years but Ms Watkins be¬ 
lieves Jolt could “liven it up”. 

“Independent businesses are so impor¬ 
tant for Oswestry,” she added. 

Jolt is open until Saturday.

Health boss 
fails to go 
to meeting 
of council 

THE chief executive of Shrewsbury 
and Telford hospitals did not attend 
a meeting of Oswestry Town Council 
to address the future of maternity 
services. 

The council asked Simon Wright 
to attend its meeting on Monday 
night after it was revealed the town’s 
maternity unit, along with those in 
Bridgnorth and Ludlow, would be 
closed for up to six months. 

However, just hours before the 
meeting the town clerk, David Pres¬ 
ton was told Mr Wright was on annual 
leave and will not be attending. He 
said: “We have sent two invitations 
to Mr Wright but did not get a reply 
to either. On the day of the meeting 
we rang his office to check that he 
was coming and was told he is on 
holiday.” Councillors agreed to invite 
Mr Wright to another meeting to dis¬ 
cuss the long-term future of the mid- 
wife-led unit (MLU) which is based at 
the orthopaedic hospital in Gobowen. 

Cllr Duncan Kerr said: “Can we 
suggest that if he is unable to attend 
the next meeting that he sends some¬ 
one in his place?” 

The MLU has been closed tem¬ 
porarily a number of times already 
this year and staff have been sent to 
Telford to cover their consultant-led 
unit. Bosses have blamed long-term 
sickness and a fall in the number of 
midwives prepared to work overtime 
or on bank holidays.

PLANS to make Oswestry into a 
Business Improvement District 
has been well received by trad¬ 
ers, according to the project’s 
chairman. 

Ian Follington from Oswestry BID 
told the town council that 48 per cent 
of the businesses surveyed were in 
support of the scheme and 43 per cent 
were still undecided. 

The project would mean every business 
with a rateable value of more than £6,000 
would pay more on their business rates 
which would in turn be spent on improving 
the town centre. 

But Mr Follington said the smaller busi¬ 
nesses would still be “integral” to BID. 

He told councillors on Monday night that 
so far 93 businesses have returned the sur¬ 
vey. 

He said: “We aim to get that number to 
200 businesses which is a good sample. 

“We’re looking to get around 500 busi¬ 
nesses involved which would generate £1.5 
million but those are fluffy numbers at the 
moment.” 

He said of the businesses surveyed some 
said they thought the town centre was get¬ 
ting worse while others felt there was no 
change. 

“It’s not a negative picture,” he contin¬ 
ued. “It’s not all doom and gloom. 

“However people accept they need to em¬ 
ploy more people to see their business grow 
but 72 per cent said they don’t see them 
employing any more people 

“Oswestry has a very strong educational 
core but what is happening is there is a 
shortage of people coming into industry 
locally.” 

Mr Follington outlined plans to improve 
links with education providers, in par¬ 
ticularly North Shropshire College, to get 
students working in town when they have 
finished their education. 

He added: “We need to get the best of 
Oswestry working in Oswestry. 

“BID is all about giving the businesses a 
voice and to look at Oswestry’s infrastruc¬ 
ture and how it is marketed globally.” 


THE doors to Gobowen’s derelict 
station buildings have been opened 
for the first time in more than a dec¬ 
ade. 

Gobowen Area Improvement 
Group has bought the empty build¬ 
ings on the platform at the historic 
station and plans to restore the rail¬ 
way to its former glory. 

And the ambitious plans include 
restoring the line from Gobowen to 
Oswestry station, stopping off at the 
orthopaedic hospital along the way. 


Members of the group collected 
the keys to the building last week 
and surveyed the extent of the 
damage. Sheila Dee, community 
rail officer for the Chester Shrews¬ 
bury Rail Partnership and a mem¬ 
ber of the group, said the building 
had huge potential. “The outside of 
the building needs rendering and 
there’s a lot of damp and mould on 
the inside but it’s a great space,” 
she said. “There’s a huge amount 
of work; it’s a big challenge but we 


want to turn it into something for 
the community.” 

Three Parishes Big Local provided 
the group with a £30,000 grant and 
an £80,000 loan and the Oswestry 
Station Building Trust acted as the 
facilitator and official owner. 

It is estimated that the improve¬ 
ment work will cost nearly £200,000 
so the group will be fundraising to 
make up the shortfall. Footfall at 
the station grew by six per cent last 
year to more than 200,000.

ACTION is needed to tackle a cumulative deficit of nearly £2.5m in 
Powys schools, the county council’s cabinet has said. 

Nine out of the county’s 12 secondary schools have a cumulative deficit of 
£2.6m with the remaining three secondary schools reporting a cumulative sur¬ 
plus of £288k. 

The position is healthier in the county’s primary sector with 58 schools recording a 
cumulative surplus of £1.44m and the remaining 23 primary schools a combined deficit 
- of £340k. Cabinet member for education, 


warning given 
ahead of show 

SHOPPERS planning to visit Wales’s big¬ 
gest agricultural show are being reminded 
by Powys County Council to make thorough 
checks when buying any products. 

The council’s Trading Standards Service 
has issued the reminder ahead of the Royal 
Welsh Show in Llanelwedd, which takes 
place from Monday to Thursday next week. 

The service wants shoppers to carry out 
thorough checks on any items they might 
purchase, especially ‘fidget spinners’, the 
latest toy craze, with some leaving children 
open to choking, bleeding and cuts. Fidget 
spinners are the current must-have item for 
children and while many are probably safe, 
there is rising concern among regulators 
over some of the varieties on the market. 
Hundreds have been removed from shop 
shelves in other parts of the country be¬ 
cause of fears they contain dangerous parts. 


Councillor Myfanwy Alexander said: “We 
see a considerable number of schools facing 
considerable difficulty and as an authority 
we must provide challenge to them but also 
provide them with support. It is clear that 
medium of delivery and size are not crucial 
factors and we have to find out what are the 
crucial factors. 

“We have to ask are our schools correctly 
configured, are they correctly managed and 
are they correctly resourced. 

“We are undertaking a funding formula 
review to bottom out if our schools are 
properly resourced.” 

Of the 34 schools with deficit budgets, 17 
had submitted plans that show they would 
return to surplus within two years and had 
their deficits licensed by the cabinet. 

Seventeen schools, including Welshpool 
High School, Ysgol Maesydre and Llan- 
fyllin High School, did not meet the re¬ 
quirements to have their budgets licensed 
with projected deficit balances remaining 
at March 31, 2018 and not projected to be 
back into balance within three years, or the 
deficit in 2017/18 being above the threshold 
to license.

Court says fraudster must 

pay back £14,000 to firm

A SELF-employed contractor from Oswestry who defrauded a firm 
out of more than £14,000 has been told he must pay the cash back 
in full. 

Carl Fixter stole the money from Chenery Enterprises, based near Chirk, 
and spent the money on bills and a holiday before saving the rest, Shrews¬ 
bury Crown Court heard. Phillip Beardwell, prosecuting, said he worked as 


Consultation 
starting on 
parking plan 

A 10-week consultation about an overhaul 
of Shropshire’s parking charges has start¬ 
ed. 

Members of Shropshire Council’s cabinet 
have given the proposals the green light. 

Now people will be asked their views on 
the scheme, which would bring changes to 
on-street parking charges, increased charg¬ 
ing periods and a ‘linear’ charging system 
across the county. Under the proposals, 
the council also wants to bring in pricing 
bands across its 78 car parks. Revenue will 
be reinvested in to the parking system and 
would be used to upgrade surfaces, widen 
parking bays and improve lighting. Under 
the plans some Shropshire Council-run car 
parks in Oswestry would be cheaper but 
others dearer. 

Oswestry Town Council, which runs 
three car parks in the town, has no plans 
currently to make any changes to its park¬ 
ing structure. Also among the Shropshire 
Council proposals is for charging to be in¬ 
troduced for parking at Gobowen Railway 
Station for the first time. 

Cabinet members have also agreed that 
a consultation in to a draft plan for the 
funding of libraries would take place with 
a final report going to the full council in 
the autumn. 


a contractor for Premier Windows & 
Conservatories - a branch of Chenery 
Enterprises - and stole £14,132 from 
the firm by submitting false invoices 
for refunds. 

He said 31-year-old Fixter worked on a 
self-employed basis. The fraud was detected 
last year and several transactions linked 
back to Fixter. Mr Beardwell said he was 
interviewed in July last year and claimed 
the money had been paid into his bank ac¬ 
count as a bribe. 

He said: “He said he spent the money on 
bills, a holiday and kept some as savings.” 
The court was also told CCTV footage 
showed Fixter at the company premises 
when some of the transactions took place. 

Mr Beardwell said, when shown the 
CCTV footage, Fixter admitted the man in 
the footage looked like him but claimed it 
had been doctored. Fixter, of Monkmoor 
Road, Oswestry, pleaded guilty to a charge 
of fraud, dating back to between May and 
June last year, prior to his sentencing on 
Wednesday last week. 

The court heard he had two previous 
convictions but neither of the offences were 
relevant as a pattern of offending to fraud. 

Miss Debra White, representing Fixter, 
said he had admitted the charge at a plea 
and case management hearing and asked 
for credit to be given for his plea. She said: 
“When he spoke to the probation officer he 
has taken full responsibility for the com¬ 
mission of this offence.” 

Judge Jim Tindal said it had not been 
clear why he committed the offence. He 
said sending Fixter to jail would “kill off’ 
the opportunity for him to repay the money 
he stole from the firm. Fixter was given a 
12 -month prison sentence, suspended for 
two years, and was ordered to carry out 
150 hours unpaid work. Judge Tindal also 
ordered him to repay the money he stole.

It’s interesting to see Mont¬ 
gomeryshire MP Glyn Davies 
revealing in his Chronicle column 
the levels of abuse he received 
while campaigning at the Gen¬ 
eral Election, because it’s very 
unusual for the politician to be 
affected by such nonsense. 

But it appears that there were 
occasions during the campaign 
when Mr Davies felt for his own 
safety, feelings probably fuelled 
by the 2016 murder of Labour 
MP Jo Cox in her West Yorkshire 
constituency, when she was sim¬ 
ply going about her day to day 
business. 

The abuse wasn’t simply con¬ 
fined in Mr Davies’s direction 
it seems. Even his immediate 
family came in the firing line and 
that’s just not acceptable. Politi¬ 
cians like the Montgomeryshire 
MP know they risk abuse for 
putting their name and belief on 
the dotted line but that’s exactly 
where it should end. 

The really disappointing thing 
is that many of the abusers have 
no real interest or knowledge of 
the issues they are protesting 
about. Simply latching onto a 
cause and making as much trou¬ 
ble as possible for the sake of it 
- professional agitators. 

And it doesn’t just apply on the 
national scene with a classic ex¬ 
ample experienced last week by 
Powys County Council’s newly 
elected chairman Councillor Dai 
Davies, conincidentally a Ber- 
riew neighbour of the local MP. 

The chairman came under 
heavy fire after a political par¬ 
ty revealed he had been issued 
with a gleaming new Audi to help 
him carry out his civic duties with 
estimates of the cost to the tax¬ 
payer growing with every social 
media tweet or Facebook mes¬ 
sage. 

The reality of course is that the 
rumoured figures bear little re¬ 
semblance to the truth. 

Mr Davies has suffered unac¬ 
ceptable personal, printed and 
online abuse over the issue. 
While in reality he is only the 
most recent chairman to benefit 
from the use of a vehicle - some¬ 
thing that has been in place since 
the formation of Powys County 
Council. The real issue is wheth¬ 
er the council should still offer 
the opportunity in times of such 
austerity and not one of personal 
attacks on the councillor. 

I’ve taken a bit of stick my¬ 
self this week as the county 
councillor for the ward which 
is the home to Ardwyn School 
in Welshpool and supporting 
moves to stop people using the 
school grounds as a short cut. 
But my skin is thick enough to 
cope, particularly when the safe¬ 
ty of children is at stake.

IF a week is a long time in poli¬ 
tics, then a year must seem like 
a lifetime. 

For Theresa May it was all going 
so well. 

One year ago Mrs May was appointed 
Prime Minister by the Queen. 

Then on March 29, she triggered Ar¬ 
ticle 50 - the mechanism for leaving the 
European Union. During the Easter re¬ 
cess, Mrs May and her husband Philip 
went for a walk among the Welsh hills. 

It was there, she said, that she decided 
to call a snap General Election citing op¬ 
position to Brexit. She was seeking an 
landslip. And a short campaign would 
reduce any risk. But very quickly things 
started to go wrong. In the biggest turn¬ 
around in recent British political history, 
the electorate delivered a hung parlia¬ 
ment. Mrs May stayed in No 10 but had 
to buy off the Northern Irish Democratic 
Unionists to the tune of £1 billion to cre¬ 
ate a wafer-thin majority. 

So what do our MPs think about Mrs 
May’s first 12 months in charge? 

Owen Paterson, MP for North Shrop¬ 
shire, said he was pleased with Mrs May’s 
progress in the last 12 months, particu¬ 
larly on Brexit. “If you had asked told me 
12 months that we would have Article 50 
voted through the House of Commons al¬ 
ready I would have been very sceptical,” 
he said. “The vote means that we will 
leave Europe in March 2019. 

“The Queen’s Speech was voted 
through with not a single vote against or 
an abstain while a Labour ammendment

to stay in the Customs Union was de¬ 
feated.” 

Mr Paterson said Mrs May had also 
served a notice period of two years to 
exit the 1964 agreement. This will take 
Britain out of the 1964 London con¬ 
vention which allows European fishing 
vessels to access waters six to twelve 
nautical miles from British shores. 

“These are all major achievements. 
Brexit was the major task faced by the 
Prime Minister and she has pursued 
the task in hand. I think this is a huge 
achievement for her. 

“If we do not deliver this, if we do 
not deliver Brexit then the economy, all 
sectors of the economy, will be in real 
trouble. 

“I think that she has done extremely 
well to get this far. 


“There is still a long way to go. These 
are the first steps in what is a major 
task for the Government. 

Mr Paterson also defended Theresa 
May’s move to work with the DUP to 
form a government. “I don’t think it’s 
actually a bad thing at all, considering 
one of the most contentious issues will 
be the Irish border, to have the DUP 
involved with people on the ground 
who quite rightly want to maintain a 
common travel area and maintain the 
easiest possible free movement of goods 
and services and people, which is ex¬ 
actly what we all want,” he said. 

Glyn Davies, MP for Montgomery¬ 
shire said he was supportive of Theresa 
May when she was elected Leader of the 
Conservative Party and Prime Minister 
a year ago. 


He said: “She had been an excellent 
Home Secretary, and was the obvious 
choice to replace David Cameron. I con¬ 
tinue to support her, and judge her to 
be the best choice to lead our country 
through the hugely difficult and complex 
process of leaving the European Union. 

“Theresa May was the first ‘national’ 
politician to come to Montgomeryshire 
to support my efforts to become the MP. 
We have been friends ever since. She 
has been very accessible to me since I’ve 
been an MP, and always has time to dis¬ 
cuss the issues that matter to me. I could 
not have hoped for a more supportive 
Prime Minister. 

“Over the last few months the Prime 
Minister has come under the most enor¬ 
mous pressure, but has shown herself 
to be a very tough lady. Few politicians 
would have been able to face up to the 
relentless criticism she has faced. I 
greatly admire her resilience and deter¬ 
mination. I’m often asked how long The¬ 
resa May will remain Prime Minister. In 
politics, such questions can never be an¬ 
swered. Certainly she will be our Prime 
Minister until negotiations to leave the 
European Union are completed in 2019. 
No-one knows what the position will be 
by then. 

“Politics across the world has become 
so unpredictable, even unstable. 

“What I know is that Theresa May is a 
determined Prime Minister, committed 
to leading a Government for all of the 
people, with a strong social conscience. 

“She knows that none of our pub¬ 
lic services can be delivered without a 
strong economy. 

“She is strong enough to stand up to 
the unsustainable demands from every 
quarter to spend more public money, 
leaving a massive legacy of debt to fu¬ 
ture generations. 

“She is a good Prime Minister and de¬ 
serves my total support and she has it.”

Much the most disappointing 
feature of the recent General 
Election was the abuse directed 
at candidates. In Montgomery¬ 
shire, it was all directed at me. 
I have been involved in many 
elections in Montgomeryshire 
and never seen anything like it 
before. It was deeply offensive 
and intended to be hurtful. Luck¬ 
ily I’ve been around long enough 
to be able to shrug it off in a 
way someone less experienced 
would not have been able to. It 
shouldn’t happen. 

Let me share with you some of 
what did happen. When I arrived 
at one public meeting I’d ar¬ 
ranged, there was a ‘welcoming 
party’ who chanted “Tory Pig’ as 
I walked into the meeting. They 
followed me in. I felt threatened, 
but tried not to show it. Bullies 
feed on fear. Disturbingly, there 
were young children holding up 
‘Tory Pig’ posters amongst them. 
First time in my political career I 
felt it necessary to check under 
my car for anything that looked 
suspicious. This should not 
happen. On another occasion 
a young woman was delivering 
a leaflet on my behalf in a quiet 
Montgomeryshire village when 
she was confronted by an angry 
man shouting abuse at her. He 
then resorted to spitting at her. 
She was still shaking when I met 
her an hour later. In my view this 
was assault. It was finally settled 
by an apology in the local police 
station. This should not happen 
either. 

Then there were the lies be¬ 
ing spread on the internet - to¬ 
tal bare-faced lies. Fortunately, 
Montgomeryshire people were 
not daft enough to believe it. 
And there was the profanity 
daubed on my posters. And only 
on my posters. It did not have 
any impact on me, and probably 
increased my majority. But it did 
unsettle members of my family. 
I’ve been around long enough to 
know the only sensible response 
to abuse and lies is to totally ig¬ 
nore. Truth outs in the end, but it 
shouldn’t be like this. 

And it’s not just been at the 
election. A while back, a constit¬ 
uent stopped a friend of mine to 
say the only way to defeat me 
was to “Shoot the b******”. Later, 
he drove his vehicle at me in a 
threatening way on Morrisons car 
park in Welshpool. This person¬ 
al abuse has little or no impact 
on experienced candidates. But 
it certainly discourages young 
people from thinking about a 
career in politics. It’s becoming 
worse. I thought carefully before 
sharing these experiences with 
Chronicle readers. But decided 
you should know.

HOW WOULD YOU VALUE A COMPENSATION CLAIM 

FOR AN RTA INJURY? 


Q: When I was driving a couple of weeks ago I was hit from behind by another car. My injuries are not that severe, but I have been suffering some back and neck 
pain and a friend says I could get compensation. How would you value my claim? 

A: For legal representatives, the crucial element of any claim is to establish liability. For the injured party, however, the most important aspect of a claim is 
often the compensation. Solicitors value a claim by looking at what impact an accident has had on the victim, i.e. injury and financial losses. Lawyers are not 
doctors, so in order to understand the nature and severity of the injury they will obtain a report from an independent medical expert that looks at the severity and 
prognosis of the injury and considers its impact on the individual’s ability to work and carry out daily tasks. The lawyers will then look to see how similar cases 
have settled and consider published guidelines. 

Taking time and care at this stage is critical, as settling a claim prematurely without reports or further evidence could result in settling the matter before 
discovering that healing has not progressed as well as anticipated. 


If you decide to pursue compensation, be wary of insurance companies putting pressure on you to settle a claim quickly. Remember, without a medical report 
and examination it is not possible value a claim, except in the most minor of injuries. In one recent example both sides had the same insurance company. 
One neck injury described by the hospital as severe and needing many weeks off work received a derisory offer within 5 hours of the collision. Instructing a 
solicitor to act on your behalf helps to avoid these ‘quick fix’ settlements and makes sure that settlements are fair.

Planning inspector gives 
garden centre go-ahead

A NEW garden centre will be built 
on the edge of Oswestry creating 
up to 70 new jobs after a plan¬ 
ning inspector allowed an appeal 
by the developer. 

Shropshire Council would not de¬ 
termine the application because of a 
holding objection from Highways Eng¬ 
land over the complex on land at West¬ 
on Road, next to Oswestry’s bypass. 

But Government inspector Robert 
Parker has now granted permission. Local 
company Knotwood, from Coed y Go, says 
that up to 70 jobs could be created at the 
new garden centre. Mr Parker said that the 
main issue in the case was the effect of the 
proposed development on highway safety 
on the strategic road network, particularly 
the junction of the A483 with Maesbury 
Road. He said if Highways England wanted 
to ensure development did not go ahead 
without improvements it should have given 
the junction critical infrastructure status. 

“Historically, the junction has a poor 
safety record, with a high number of re¬ 
ported collisions,” he said. “Data shows 
that there were 47 collisions over the 17 
years between 1998 and 2015. This can be 
broken down into four fatal accidents, eight 
involving serious injuries and 35 slight. 

“In December 2012 the speed limit on 
the A483 in the vicinity was reduced to 
50mph. The most up-to-date collision sta¬ 
tistics show that there has been a substan¬ 
tial drop in accident rates. Moreover, there 
have been no fatal or serious injuries in the 
four-year period from 2013 to 2016. This 
represents a significant improvement in 
safety.”

Accused denies 
images charges 

A MAN has denied viewing 101 of the 
most serious images of children as 
well as recording films of children. 

Wayne Beesley, 39, had previously 
admitted downloading lower category 
images of children, after more than 
12,000 were found on computers, 
laptops and hard drives seized from 
his home. But he is now on trial at 
Shrewsbury Crown Court after de¬ 
nying one count relating to 101 Cate¬ 
gory A images and two further counts 
relating to videos found on his phone 
of children, which he recorded. He de¬ 
nied the two videos were indecent and 
said they were recorded innocently. 

The images were found when police 
visited his home at Brookfield Close, 
Weston Rhyn, near Oswestry, on De¬ 
cember 5, 2016. 

Beesley denies one count of mak¬ 
ing indecent images, referring to the 
downloading of the category A images, 
and two charges of taking indecent 
images. The trial continues.

Workhouse 
could be the 
home for a 
new museum 

A NEW museum has been proposed 
for the Welsh borders, covering the 
Tanat, Cain and Vyrnwy valleys. 

The museum could be housed in 
part of the historic Victorian work- 
house in Llanfyllin. 

Recently, an appeal was launched 
for the repair and refurbishment of 
the Master’s House, the central hub 
of the workhouse,Y Dolydd. 

Spokesman John Hainsworth said: 
“Local residents have built up impor¬ 
tant collections whose future is uncer¬ 
tain, and other items are hidden away 
or in danger of being lost. People have 
approached the trustees with offers 
of exhibits - from Edwardian bardic 
chairs to second world war relics. 

“Up to now they’ve been turned 
down, with regret. Restored spaces 
in the building have had to earn their 
keep as rented workshops or venues 
for events. 

“Whilst most of Y Dolydd’s ground 
floor is back in active use, the upper 
floors remain largely undeveloped and 
parts are derelict. Potential users and 
businesses are being turned away. 

“The Master’s House development 
with its central location offers the 
chance to renovate these areas and 
provide better access and services, in¬ 
cluding a lift. 

“Most of the first floor of the Mas¬ 
ter’s House will need to be kept as cir¬ 
culation space. It’s a spacious, well lit 
area that could be ideal for a heritage 
centre or museum.”

jubilee 
museum 


It is the jewel in the crown of Shropshire’s 
World Heritage Site. 

With 10 museums spread across the Gorge, 
a visit to any of the Ironbridge Gorge Museum 
Trust sites will give the visitor a trip back in time, 
telling the story of the region’s industrial past - 
as well as showing people the future. 

Whether taking a walk through the cobbles 
of Blists Hill Victorian Town, decorating a tile at 
Jackfield Tile Museum, walking through the Tar 
Tunnel or trying out experiments at Enginuity 
there is something for everyone. 

Starting from humble beginnings, the trust 
was founded to preserve sites of the Industrial 
Revolution in and around Ironbridge in 1967 
and is now preparing to celebrate its 50th 
anniversary. 

But this is just the first milestone on a long 
journey for the museums to become bigger and 
better than ever. 

The Ironbridge Gorge Museum Trust has just 
announced a £15 million Fund for the Future 
appeal, for the development and improvement 
of buildings and monuments across the 
Gorge, with plans for new cafes, conservation 
of iconic buildings like the Bedlam Furnace, 
refurbishment of museums and the creation of a 
new collections store, library and archive.

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At Enginuity 
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Preserving treasures of the past 



Abraham Darby Ill’s masterful Iron Bridge 
continues to stand proud, spanning Britain’s 
longest river, while the Darby furnace, 
seen by many as the very birthplace of 
the Industrial Revolution has also seen off 
threats to its future. 

While direct threats have faded, there have 
however been more subtle threats in modern 
times. In 1990 there was a public inquiry into a 
plan by Shropshire County Council to build a 
brand new bridge at Ladywood, Jackfield, just 
400 metres away from the Iron Bridge. 

Although it would have been visible from 
the ancient structure, there was considerable 
local support for the £1.09 million new bridge, 
particularly from the Broseley side of the river 
where the inadequacy of the ferro-concrete 
Free Bridge at Jackfield to cope with traffic - in 
the end things were so bad that a prefabricated 
Bailey bridge was laid on the deck - was keenly 
felt. 

The Government threw out the plans 
because of the damage the Ladywood 
bridge would have done to the setting of its 
illustrious predecessor, which is probably the 
most photographed structure in Shropshire. 

In the event a new bridge was built further 
downstream instead. 

A new mood had taken hold in the 1950s 
when pioneering figures were calling for the 
relics of the Industrial Revolution which were 
dotted about the Ironbridge Gorge to be saved, 
rather than swept away, as had happened, 
for instance, to the large and striking Benthall 
Waterwheel, which stood not far from the Iron 
Bridge, but was scrapped in the 1930s. 

They were to lay the groundwork which led 
in 1967 to a group of visionaries creating the 
Ironbridge Gorge Museum. 

The museum’s beginnings were tied in with 
the enormous changes which were in prospect 
for the area with the creation of Dawley New 
Town, as it was then - the concept was 
expanded as Telford New Town in 1968. Dawley 


Development Corporation had done a survey of 
the relics in the early 1960s. 

Mike Lowe, who is president of the Ironbridge 
Gorge Museum Trust, was one of those in at 
the start in 1967, so this year is also a 50th 
anniversary for his personal connection with 
the museum. 

“I started off as the honorary auditor and 
financial adviser to the museum in 1967,” said 
Mike, who has been president since 2002. 

“I had trained to be a chartered accountant 
back in the 1950s. We opened an office 
in Dawley and decided we should start a 
chamber of commerce for the new town. We 
formed Dawley Chamber of Commerce which 
expanded incredibly rapidly. 

“I was invited by Dawley Development 
Corporation to the very first meeting, which was 
on Friday, February 3,1967 - it was a group 
getting together to talk about creating the 
museum. 


“Dawley Development Corporation’s chief 
designer was John Madin, the sort of person 
who believed historic things were extremely 
important.” 

The upshot of that meeting was that a working 
party was set up to look at the question of 
saving “industrial remains” in the new town 
area. 

Major sites identified for inclusion in a 
projected museum included Coalbrookdale, 
with its Abraham Darby furnace; Coalport, and 
its china works; Blists Hill, and the furnaces 
there; Bedlam Furnaces alongside the River 
Severn, along with a number of smaller sites. 

On July 25,1967, the board of the development 
corporation passed a resolution setting up the 
Ironbridge Gorge Museum Trust. 

It was registered as a limited company 
in October 1967 and on April 1,1968, the 
Ironbridge Gorge Museum Trust was formally 
founded, under the chairmanship of E. Bruce 


Ball. 

As for the nascent Ironbridge Gorge Museum 
of 50 years ago, it was founded on five 
principles, which at the time were revolutionary. 
It would be a charitable trust and would not rely 
on funding from local or central government. It 
would be funded from its visitors, so far as the 
day-to-day operations were concerned. 

A development trust would be established to 
raise capital and elsewhere for the development 
of the museum. It would be based on the local 
community and a strong supporters group 
- later to the called The Friends - would be 
established. And it would be a museum based 
on a multiplicity of sites which related to the 
original industries of the Gorge, rather than 
being housed in a museum building in the 
conventional sense. 

The new museum embraced a rather motley 
estate of widely-spread ruins and relics. 

In the 1960s Blists Hill was still entirely open 


to the public, which was great for local kids 
who wanted to play, but not so good for the 
protection of buildings and artifacts. One of the 
earliest acquisitions of the museum was the 
Quaker burial ground in Coalbrookdale, which 
was leased to the museum so that it should be 
maintained. 

An exhibition in 1967 had generated 
considerable interest in the project, and 
collections started to accumulate. 

The museum was on its way and the rest, so 
to speak, is history. Over the decades that have 
followed, the museum team, comprising a mix 
of key personnel and volunteers, has embraced 
the spirit of the early pioneers and has built on 
their work, and they have all played their part 
in creating an attraction with local, national, 
and international significance, which has 
ensured the treasures of the past have not been 
carelessly lost.

Considerable investment, as well as a lot of 
hard work has gone into the development of 
the trust’s heritage assets over the last fifty 
years. 

In the last twenty years alone £30 million has 
been spent which has included refurbishing 
museums and exhibitions, creating a new street 
of shops and attractions at Blists Hill Victorian 
Town, as well as bringing previously derelict or 
semi-derelict buildings back to life for use as 
vibrant museums, inspiring monuments and 
lettable spaces. 

However, there is more work to be done and 
alongside its anniversary events programme, 
the trust is also looking to the future. 

The recently refurbished Museum of Iron 
signifies the launch of the Coalbrookdale 
Masterplan and its associated fundraising 
appeal, that builds on the work carried out to 
date and supports further developments and 
improvement of the Coalbrookdale site. 

This Masterplan encompasses the whole site, 
linking the individual elements to tell the world 
changing story of how Coalbrookdale changed 
the world forever. To achieve these ambitious 
plans the Trust needs to raise £15 million. 

Ambitious 

The first stage of this redevelopment was the 
opening of the all-new Coalbrookdale Museum 
of Iron, followed by the creation of a new 
destination cafe, due to open summer 2018. 
There will then be a phased implementation of 
other elements including the expansion and 
complete redesign of Enginuity, the National 
Design and Technology Centre, conservation 
work and new interpretation for the Old 
Furnace, the development of a new two storey 
gallery space for temporary exhibitions, the 
creation of a new fully accessible collections 
store, development of new lecture and 
academic research facilities, relocation and 
improved accessibility of the Library and 
Archive and the restoration of an important row 
of early workers cottages. 


As Ironbridge Gorge Museum Trust CEO, 
Anna Brennand, said: “The Trust has made 
significant progress over the last 50 years. As 
with any organisation it is important that we 
continue to develop and meet our audience’s 
needs to secure the long-term future of the 
heritage assets in our care.” 

And now, Ironbridge is home to 10 amazing 
museums that make for an unforgettable 
experience. 

Rocket back to the age of steam at Blists Hill 
Victorian Town and see what life was like at 
the end of Queen Victoria’s reign. Watch the 
townsfolk at work and play in their factories, 
cottages and workshops and explore shops 
filled with curious products from a bygone age. 

Steam machines clang and hiss around 
the Town, such as the replica of Trevithick’s 
Coalbrookdale Engine and Winding Engine. 


There is plenty for the little ones to do; they will 
enjoy seeing the animals, taking a ride on the 
fair, buying traditional sweets and having a go 
at Morse Code or helping to make a rag rug. 

The Victorians loved tea so it’s no wonder 
they made such exquisite china cups and pots. 
At Coalport China Museum be amazed at the 
beauty of the ceramics on display; explore 
quirky bottle-shaped buildings and seethe 
delicate art of china decoration. Children can 
have a go at decorating china during holiday 
workshops. 

Across the River Severn is the stunning 
Jackfield Tile Museum where the skills, 
artistry and craft behind British tile making 
is on display. See the very best examples of 
decorative tiles in galleries and in a recreated 
pub and tube station. Kids love having a go at 
decorating a tile during special workshops. 


New for 2017 is Coalbrookdale Museum of 
Iron which shows how Coalbrookdale changed 
the world forever. New galleries, trails and 
interactives tell the story of the world that iron 
made. 

Then it’s time to change the way you view 
things at the awesome Enginuity - this is where 
serious is fun, and fun gets serious! Challenge 
the robotic arm to a reaction battle, pull a 
10-ton locomotive by hand and turn water into 
electricity. 

See how the ‘other half lived at the 
Darby Houses, home to the Coalbrookdale 
Ironmasters in the 18th and 19th centuries. 

2017 marks 300 years since Dale House 
was completed by Abraham Darby III. His 
grandfather’s original furnace, where the 
Industrial Revolution began, is a short walk 
from these fine Georgian houses. 


Alongside the River Severn is the Museum of 
The Gorge. Explore a giant 12-metre model of 
the Gorge, catch a film showing how this area 
became the most industrious place in the world 
and see fine examples of the products that were 
made in the Ironbridge Gorge. 

See Broseley Pipeworks exactly how it was 
on the day the workers left in the 1950s and 
discover why Victorians loved to puff on a 
Broseley Pipe. 

Finally stroll in historic footsteps and walk 
across the world’s first Iron Bridge, built in 1779, 
and still proudly dominating the village that took 
its name.

Go along to the Ironbridge Gorge Museums during the 
summer school holidays between July 22 and September 
3 and join in a variety of Furnace, Fire and Steam inspired 
events. 

This packed calendar celebrates the power and 
innovation behind the Industrial Revolution. 

At Blists Hill Victorian Town various steam machines 
will be clanking, hissing and smoking around the Town, 
with different engines being in steam on different days. 

The Town’s replica of Trevithick’s Coalbrookdale 1802 
locomotive and the newly restored Winding Engine will be 
amongst the machines in action. 

Most Wednesday mornings you will be able to see the 
spectacular iron casting demonstration in the Town’s Iron 
Foundry. Nothing beats seeing molten iron being poured by 
the highly skilled foundry men. 

There are plenty of fun activities for younger visitors. They 
can follow a family trail around the Town or let off steam in 
the Blists Hill Woods. Taking part in lessons in the Victorian 
School House is always a highlight, as is having a go on 
the Victorian Fairground. Kids can also pick up a new skill 
such as rag rug making in the Cottage or type setting in the 
Printers. 

Creativity 

Over at Enginuity in Coalbrookdale different activities will 
be happening on different weeks across the holidays. You 
can decorate copper key rings using enamel beads and 
watch as they are fixed in place using high temperatures 
in a mini-furnace or try your hand at making a pewter 
medallion to attach to a key ring. Have a go at making a 
paddleboat and put it to the test on the Enginuity pool. See 
ironbridge.org.uk for dates and details.

W hen Celine Dion 
takes to the stage 
at Birmingham’s 
Barclaycard Arena 
on Thursday - before 
returning to the venue 
on August 3 - she’ll be watched over 
by the love of her life. 

Celine’s late husband, Rene Angelil, died last year. 

But he remains with her every minute of the day as she 
continues to grieve. The duo were inseparable and he 
remains permanently in her thoughts. 

“I think I will probably grieve for the rest of my life. 

“Rene has prepared me for all my life since I’m 12. 

I have never met another man in my life, never kissed 
another man in my life. 

“I miss him a lot. I miss him a lot — for my partner, for 
the man I was embracing, kissing, making love with. My 
worries, my dreams ...” 

Celine says the couple made the best of their last 
weeks and months together. “No one chooses to be sick. 

“Life imposes for you to be sick and you have the 
option to be strong or not be strong. 

“But to be surrounded by the right people helps a lot 
because, if you know you will die, make the best of it. 

“I proved to Rene that he was there for me and I’m 
going to be there for him - and I’m still there for him.” 

She still speaks to him and asks for advice. And, having 
sold 250 million records, she still hears his voice. 

“He did suffer for three years. A lot. 

“I took a year off and I said, ‘My living well is to be with 
you, it’s not my career. You are my career, you are my life’. 

“That’s what a wife does, that’s what a mother does, 
that’s what a performer does. I took care of him the best 
way I could.

“We talked a lot and I took notes every day. I had my 
Post-its and my crayons and my book, and everything he 
wanted or questioned, or he thought of, I wrote it down. 

“I reassured him it was going to be done his way — he 
chose the songs at his funeral, the way he wanted it, 
everything to a T. And I respected that. 

“I’m extremely proud of my children. Proud of what my 
husband has prepared me for without knowing. Today I 
can tell you I am very strong. At one point I showed my 
children to stand up. Even though they don’t have a Papa 
anymore, Mama is here. But Papa is in their heart.” 

Her husband’s passing has had a profound effect on 
Celine. It has changed her outlook on life and given her 
a new appetite to live life fully - and to encourage her 
children to do likewise. 

“It is something that I had no choice to take charge of, 
that I am proud of-to prepare my children [for] their 
dad’s passing. And that was a lesson for me, that 
you never know when things like this strike and you ' 
need to take charge. It was a lesson for me, but 
they’re doing great.” 

“It’s best to never wait for tomorrow to do 
what can be done today.” 

She’s a remarkable figure who has sold 250 
million records - the second most successful 
female artist to Madonna. 

At the age of 12, Celine recorded a demo 
tape of a song she had written with her 
mother. They sent the tape to the manager 
and producer Rene Angelil, who handled 
the career of popular French singer Ginette 
Reno. After hearing the tape and inviting 
Celine to perform for him in person, Rene 
signed her immediately under the 


condition that he would have complete control over her 
career. He mortgaged his own home to finance her debut 
album, La Voix du bon Dieu (The Voice of God). 

By the age of 18, Celine had recorded nine French 
albums and won numerous Felix and Juno awards (the 
Canadian equivalent of a Grammy Award). In 1988, 
she won the Eurovision Song Contest representing 
Switzerland in Dublin, Ireland, and her performance was 
broadcast live in countries throughout Europe, the Middle 
East, Australia and Japan. After this taste of international 
acclaim, she began looking to the south, and American 
stardom. 

Her real breakthrough into pop music stardom came 
in 1992, when she recorded the theme to Disney’s hit 

animated feature Beauty and the Beast, a 
duet with Peabo Bryson. The song, 
Beauty and the Beast, made it to 
■ Mp number nine on the Billboard Hot 

100 and won both a Grammy and 
an Academy Award.

Celine Dion, which became her first gold record in the 
United States and sold more than 12 million copies 
internationally. 

The undeniable success of her self-titled effort, also 
including the hit If You Asked Me To, which made it to 
number four on the Billboard Hot 100 and number one on 
the adult contemporary chart, allowed Dion to launch her 
first headlining tour in the US. 

In 1994, Dion happily merged her personal and 
professional life when she married Rene, who was 26 
years her senior. Rene and his second wife had divorced 
in the 1980s, and, around that same time, he and Celine 
had begun a romantic relationship. Engaged in 1991, the 
couple tied the knot at Montreal’s Notre Dame Basilica, in 
an elaborate ceremony that was celebrated throughout 
Canada. 

She also scored a series of international number one 
hits, including The Power of Love, Think Twice, Because 
You Loved Me, It’s All Coming Back to Me Now, and, 
of course, My Heart Will Go On, which featured on the 
soundtrack to one of the biggest grossing films of all time, 
Titanic, starring Leonardo DiCaprio.

Multi-award winning SEAT Alhambra 

Looking for a genuine seven-seater? Try 
the facelifted Alhambra MPV from SEAT

The recently facelifted and multi-award-winning SEAT 
Alhambra is a shining example of why the MPV sector 
has become so popular. 

I’ve got a real soft spot for a good seven-seater and 
while no longer facing the demands of a young family the 
SEAT is the ideal vehicle for that weekend away or, more 
importantly in my case, a golfing trip with friends. 

“It’s just a Volkswagen Sharan with SEAT badging,” I 
hear you say - and to a large degree you are right. But 
you can save yourself thousands with the new SE Lux 
2.0TDi and still reap all the benefits offered by the VW 
Group’s A5 platform. 

At £35,540 the Alhambra on test is certainly not cheap 
but it is extremely well priced in the sector and comes 
loaded with the best technology and more standard 
equipment than you would expect for the price. 

SEAT has been celebrating massive sales success 
this year and ended April as the fastest-growing car 
brand in the UK. Against a backdrop of falling car sales 
in the UK, down 19.8%, SEAT bucked the trend with 
impressive growth of 12%. A lot of that was down to the 
very successful launch of the, largely overshadowing the 
careful improvements made to the Alhambra range. 

Outwardly it’s hard to say much has changed, though 
SEAT bosses would argue there’s a bit more styling 
and sculpturing. The most noticeable difference sees 
horizontal bars on the grille and a bigger SEAT emblem. 

Those looking for extra seats and space will not be 
disappointed. Both the second and third row seats fold 
smartly into the floor - no lifting or pulling, just a simple 
pull on a toggle. 

With the third row flat 658 litres of space can be 
revealed, meaning ample space for a family of four or a 
golfing four-ball. But in seven-seat mode you only get 267 
litres and that isn’t really enough. 

Fold all the seats down and you are left with an 
enormous 2,297 litres of space which is more than 
enough for any man unless you are planning to help out 
the local undertaker with a few “chauffeuring” jobs. 

And you will find many combinations of seating 


positions allowing use of say five or six seats to carry 
additional luggage together with the ability to move the 
second row back and forth by up to 16cms. 

But would you want to travel far as a back-row 
passenger? No is the simple answer unless you are a 
small child or one of Snow White’s seven dwarfs. 

You can chose between a 1.4TSi petrol or the 2-litreTDi 
which I drove in 184PS, six-speed DSG auto format 
producing an impressive 53.3mpg with C02 emissions of 
139g/km. The model is capable of a top speed of 134mph 
and 0-62mph in 8.9seconds - very quick. 

The unexpected bonus comes with the levels of 
equipment and technology included in the £35,540 
price ticket. Externally you get LED lights, front fogs with 
cornering function, body colouring to bumpers, doors 
and mirrors, sliding rear doors, electric door mirrors and 
chrome finishing to roof rails and side windows. 

Interior equipment includes lockable and refrigerated 
glove box, front courtesy lights with delay facilities, plenty 
of cup holders and very impressive storage areas in front 
and rear. There’s also covered storage facilities on the 
dashboard and rear floor and folding seat tables. 

For those wanting to stay connected you get a Sat Nav 
system with rearview camera, 3D map display, DAB 
radio, high resolution driver display and SD card slot. 

The test car came with SEAT’S Full Link system which 
included compatibility with Mirror Link, Apple CarPlay 
and Android Auto, along with a multi-function camera 
offering lane assist, automatic headlights and road sign 
recognition. 

SEAT has upped the game on safety levels too with 
all-round airbags, a tiredness recognition system, seat 
belt reminders, height adjustable seats, stability control, 
brake assist, hill hold control, tyre pressure monitoring, 
child locks, remote central locking, engine immobiliser, 
an alarm system with tow-away protection and a multi¬ 
collision braking system. 

The Alhambra is as near as you will get to a genuine 
seven-seater in the MPV sector and you won’t find the 
same levels of standard equipment anywhere else - well 
worth a look.
